I cure. He Is one of the 
hardnt worked emiiloyea ot the govern- 
ment, yet he makes less mistakes than 
men who have all day to do scarcely any- 
thing. 

.Somo day when you feel like posting 
yourself as to how the mail ia handled, 
get perniisalon from the railway mail 
luperlnti-ndent and board a car in Cln- 
clnUHli, for iinlance. Your pass will ad- 
mit yon to the agent's cur. You'll Und 
no luNurloiis seats, no accommodation* 
to speak of, but the inUrest will never 
tag. The car Is tilled to the roof with 
mail pouches. The live men with their 
little caps pulled tiuhtiy on their bead*, 
anil with their coals off, went to work 
with a will ill getting things into shape. 
The train waa about to pnll out and a 
big commotion wa* going on ouulde. 
Dig wogona bearing the sign "United 
states .MaiP' were baaUngnp to tha open

everywhere, hIa quick eyo ond nimble 
Ougers slam those missives in the Identi- 
cal spot desired, bnt how he does it and 
makes no mistake is one uf those things 
hard to find out. One buuoh of letters 
may n pn- rni a half hniidrcd poatolllecs 
In a half dozen states and terrttorles, and 
in oidor to get tha letters in the right 
holes he must bo an encyclopedia of ra.ll- 
way knowledge. Tiie clerk must not 
only know tlie county every oDlce l» siln 
ated Iu, but the Hue uf railroad it Is in 
and In what manner ft la aarved with 
mall, whether by direct poush or by an- 
other moil car. Ho must, In fact, be 
abletudrawa jjostai map of the state, 
mid place thereon all the pustoHlcea, ruil- 
wan (tage and nail roatca. Multiply 
tbt* Iqr luOf a doien atatisa bM territorlcb 
you gain an idea of the extent nod 
Somplexity of the t;azitteer a raH\vt\y 
mall elork mnat carry in hia brains anf 
makes demand* upon • hundred timaa ik 
minute. 

In the other end ot the car arc scores 
of newspaper sacks hanging with tbelr 
mouths open. Aliove them are scores of 
boxes. Here stand four men opening 
nek* ot papers und Itrlng the packages 
into the open bags and boxes as If their 
lives dcpentled upon the number they 
oould thrown In n minute. Two clerks 
thus work on letters and four on news- 
papers. Just before a town or Junctiim 
point la leaohed eaoh maa gttthen up aU 
the mall he ha* for tha town or the con- 
necting line*, and along oomes auutlior 
man who bunchaa It all in a bai^ ami 
throws it oH aa the train whiaks by tlie 
itation. At Um aame time he puts out 
tha "catcher," that iron tram* whliih 
takes a bag of mall from a onm* by the 
jlde of the track as neatly aa a ball player 
satches an easy fly. 

He must not only throw them, but he 
mnat "tie them out." That is, wrap them 
in packages again before permitting tbcm 
to leave lils bauds, aud the most cruel 
part of It all is that ho must attach to 
each buucli a slip Iicarini^ his name and 
iate. Supposing he puts into one of 
Ibaaa paekagea ■ lett«r which does not 
belong there. What then happens. Why, 
the po8tm.\8ter or railway mail clerk Into 
whose hands the imck.iKC ncct falls looks 
at the name on the slip aud reports an 
srror to the chief ot hi* diTlaiOB, and all 
iiich ermra are charged up against a 
slcrk until t<xi many ot them accumulate, 
and then olT goes his head. 

It you spend five minutes with a rail- 
way mail clerk you will hear him men- 
tion his "scheme." A railway mallclerk's 
scheme is nut uno of money making, but 
the plans by which he learns and remem- 
bers how to throw your letters and papers 
•o they will most quickly arrive at their 
destlnutiiin. The achemo is inmle out by 
states, and some clerks have to learu 
three or tour states or parts of states, and 
learn them thoroughly. NeceB.sary changes 
in the schenie are made by general oril 
every Saturday, and Iho poor olerk who 
has been studying so bard to perfect blm- 
wlf finds that he miut at once atart in 
and learn bis le**on orer again. The 
scheme 1* a railway clerk's nightmare. 
Ho site up with It, deeps with it and 
dreams of It. Most clerks are given runs 
which work them pretty hard for a week 
■sny two of these tost mall runs to Chi- 
cago and back, or twenty hours of inces- 
sant toil— and then they are given a week 
off to rest and catch up on sleep and 
study their schemes. It it wasn't for 
these weeks off, the business would have 
to stop. The men would die of exhaus- 
tion, and besides, the Bchemea would go 
to wreck.

TEE BBIBER7 BILL. 

A bill lo prevent bribery in olec 
lioiH has pasned the House. The bil 
provides that any voter recelvlnt; in 
sny manner, at any time, anything ol 
value as a consideration for his vote, 
Khali be diafranolitaed fur ten years 
Agents or persons autiug for candi- 
dales in bribing voters shall be dis- 
franchised for ten year'. Candidates 
and oilier persons furniidiing money 
or other thing of value, for bribinfi 
voters, shall forfeit llio offlce then 
held, and be (lUqualiaed for holding 
any State, county, olty or town offlce 
fur ten years. 

The object o( this bill i^. oiiiiiieiula- 
blc, tho only question ie, will it work ? 
It is a notorious fact that all over 
Kentucky, and everywhere elso for 
that matter, there it a larKO element 
of profesnional vokr" who oiler their 
balloli to the highest bidder. Tliei-e.
